VEGETABLE NOVELTIES 
A NEw SQUASH, THE “PATAGONIA” 

From my Chilian collector I received seeds of a number of new Indian squashes. Among 
them was a new one which was stated to be as ‘‘Sweet as sugar.’ Several seasons have 
been required to thoroughly fix the type. Though of medium size this new squash averages 
thirty pounds each, resembling a cannon ball in specfic gravity,; the seed is packed solidly 

a little space, all the rest of the squash being solid, sweet, dark orange colored flesh 


which is three to four inches thick. The ‘‘Patagonia’’ is apple shaped with a broad pro- 
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tuberance at the blossom end packed solid with the large, heavy, redish brown seeds. 
Color green, white and yellowish intermixed in mottling, spots and stripes. The fruits are 
produced in great abundance and keep in good condition till May and even June of the fol- 
lowing season. The price of all seed (about 100 lbs.) with complete control of the ‘‘Pata- 
gonia’’ will be given on application. 


BURBANK’S IMPROVED CRIMSON WINTER RHUBARB 


This has been rightly named the ‘‘Mortgage Lifter.’’ Nothing which the soil produces 
has paid so liberally for the labor and capital invested. It has none of the unpleasant
